Ask $100,000 Increase in 
Reunion Appropriation 


W ashington. D C , June <3 <AP>.— 
The G ettysburg anniversary com ­ 
m ittee decided today to ask Congress 
for $400,000 more to accom m odate 
the increasing num ber of Civil w ar 
veterans who w ant to atten d the 
Blue and G ray reunion. 
C ongress 
already 
has 
allotted 
$900,000 and R epresentative H arry L. 
Haines, of Red Lion, said he would 
ask the supplem entary appropriation 
Tuesday. 
H aines said the original estim ate 
of 2.500 veterans w'ould atten d has 
already been increased by 500. 
At a m eeting today In the office 
of S ecretary of W ar W oodring, g en ­ 
eral ch airm an of the anniversary 
com m ittee, 
reports 
were 
received 
show ing 
approxim ately 
3,000 
v et­ 
erans had accepted 
invitations to 
tram p again on the G ettysburg b a t­ 
tlefield.

The com m ittee approved finally 
the program for June 29 to July 6. 


On th e advice of the W ar d e p a rt­ 
m ent, 
officials arranging 
for 
th e 
75t,h anniversary of the battle of 
G ettysburg scurried around today 
to increase th e ir facilities to care for 
as m any as 3.500 Civil w'ar veterans. 
Paul L 
Roy. executive secretary 
of th e P ennsylvania commission, had 
estim ated originally th a t 2,000 su r­ 
vivors of th e Blue and the G ray 
would be h err June 29 to July 6. 
“T he W ar departm ent looked over 
the 
acceptances, 
com pared 
them 
w ith the 8,000 survivors and told us 
we h ad b etter figure on as high as 
3,500 being here.” Roy explained. 
He detailed 
instructions to in ­ 
crease th e size of the tent cam ps 
set up for th e veterans, one for the 
Union "arm y" and another for th e 
C onfederates, and ordered kitchen 
and dining room facilities expanded 
for th e anticipated overflow. 
M ost of those who will bi' here 
are 90 or older. 
Five notified Roy 
j they w anted to fly. 
Each will be 
j accom panied by an atten d an t, w ho 
I will br w ith his charge constantly. 
Expenses of both th e veteran and 
the a tte n d a n t will come from the 
$900,000 appropriation approved by 
Congress an d signed S aturday by 
P resident Roosevelt. 
Arm y officers are contacting o r­ 
ganizations to arran g e the gigantic 
parade th a t will be p a rt of the cele­ 
bration.

Killed by Train 
At Boiling' Springs 


Charles F osdt Leib, farmer, of 
Monroe 
township, 
Cumberland 
county, was instantly killed S a t­ 
urday afternoon when his horse- 
drawn carriage was struck by a 
fast freight train at the Reading 
Rail toad grade crossing at Roiling 
Springs 
According to state m otor police j 
who investigated tire fatality with i 
County Coroner E. A. Haegele, Leib I 
drove 
his 
old-fashioned 
"buggy” j 
around an automobile which had j 
halted at tho eras,sing, ignored the j 


a m o m a l ic signal and was alm ost; 
across the track when the locomo­ 
tive struck the middle of the car- j 
ria ae, 
hurling 
the 
62-year-old j 
fanner about sixty-flVP feet. 
The horse pulling the carriage I 
was unhurt, the force of the col- j 
Ii-ion snapping the shafts from the 
animal. The carriage was smashed | 
into hundreds of pieces, with the 
broken fragm ents scattered along 
the track for nearly a quarter*mile. 
State motor police said th at oc­ 
cupants of the m achine which had 
halted at the grade crossing when 
they heard the locomotive’s whis­ 
tle and saw the yarning Of the 
signal lights, had shouted at Leib 


as he drove around the m achine to 
move on into the path of the fast 
Western M aryland freight train. 
W. S. Green, Jr., of Hagerstown. 
M aryland, engineer, was unable to 
see t he wagon because at th a t point 
tile railroad tracks make a sharp 
curve. 
Coroner Haegele said th a t Leib 
was killed instantly, having suf­ 
fered fractures of the right side of 
skull, deep puncture wound of the 
neck, crushed chest and pelvis, a 
broken neck. a fractured leg and in­ 
tel aal injuries.
